A cold look at the history of Canada 
makes it clear that neither rigid bicul- 
turalism nor loose multiculturalism will 
hold its complex elements together. 

Because of its history and evident geo- 
graphic makeup it is necessary to-give 
official and definitive recognition to the 
English-speaking and French-speaking 
groups. This official duality is the corner- 
stone of the whole Canadian structure. 
But it-is also necessary—unless one is a 
barbarian and lacks-any respect for life— 
to try to find efficient ways of recognizing 
various cultural: groups which have, by 
work and laudable fidelity to their 
original traditions, acqyired the right to 
Canadian citizenship. 

The Lesage-Kushir agreement, an, 
agreement between Quebec Premier Jean 
Lesage and the head of the Ukrajnian 
Committee of Canada, recognizes both 
French and English as basic teaching 
languages in our country. — It also ac- 
cepts that the languages of other impor- 
tant ethnic groups be recognized as “sub- 
jests’’ in schools where these groups are 
large enough and show enough interest 
to justify this sérvice-* 

The important difference lies in the 
meanings of the expressions “teaching 


langyage” and “‘subject.’”’ The teaching - 


language is the “main language, that in 
which most if not all of the subjects are 
taught. The subject is just one of the 
many which make up the study program. 

Just as it is in our interest not to mul-

Such 
buildings as Craigdarroch Castle, Spen- 
cer Castle; ‘thatched English Cottages, 
etc. are no substitute for preservation 
of the real history inherent im-the places. 
where we live and work. : 

Broad Street, for example, presents a 
refreshing series of period buildings, 
painted and cleaned up (except for sad 
neglect of the old Colonist Building). 

__ But, again for example, the Mac- 
Donald House (the large white one seen 
down Michigan Street from the .park 
entrance) is an unusually large brick 
structure over 100 years. old, still in use 
and maintained. Its owner ran the first 
bank in B.C. But now an oh-soneces- 
sary apartment block is to be put on that 
pot. 
_ Even the intermunicipal committee's 
top members have said the Emily Carr 
house is worth.preserving, but apparently 


they are completly unwilling to take any 


action to help in it.

Socreds Ignored 


The curious part of Mr. Diefenbaker's 
performance was the way in which he ig- 
nored his main opposition in Alberta, It 
comes from the Socreds, not from the 
Liberals.

Alberta, 
and several of these may be teetering on 
the brink of returning to the Social Credit 
column, : ? 

In their efforts so far, the Social Cred- 
iters are bracketing the Conservatives 
with the Liberals as tub thumpers for 
“creeping socialism” and “dictatorial 
socialistic compulsory medicare’. Mr. 
Diefenbaker sought to answer the Socreds 
on medicare by plumping for a free and 
voluntary. system administered by the 
provinces. But the reference to the Social 
Crediters was so oblique_as to be obscure. 

Thus there was.nothing in his speech 
for the small-‘‘c’’ conservatives who are 
the backbone of the Social Credit party. 
Indeed, there was very little in his speech 
to which the New Democrats could have 
taken exception. 

The uproar over Social Credit In Que- 
bec gave him a chance to animadvert on 
the folly of wasting votes on splinter par 
ties, to declaim that a vote for Social 
Credit was tantamount to a vote for the 
Liberals.
